TARIFF PLANS 
ARE SCRAMBLED. 


Democrats Not United on 
Their Programme. 


Single Bill Demanded by 
Some Party Leaders. 


Gore Thinks Work Will Be 
Finished by July. 


{BY A. ‘PP. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—The form 
that tariff revision is to take before 
the special session of Congress next 
spring has become a subject of strong 
individual opinion among Democratic 
Senators and Congressmen now here. 
Representative Underwood, Demo- 
cratic House leader, who will reach 
Washington this week, has given no 
indication as to his own plans and 
it is expected that Democratic lead- 
ers will confer at length over the 
situation before advising President- 
elect Wilson of tentative arrange- 
ments. 

Many thembers now favor a gen- 
eral bill covering many or all of the 
schedules of the tariff law, to be 
framed as a partial or complete sub- 
stitute for the Payne-Aldrich law. 
Those who advance this plan say it 
would be the speediest way of ful- 
filling tariff pledges. Others favor 
combining in a single bill those meas- 
ures passed in the last two years, but 
vetoed by President Taft: and the 
preparation of other single schedule 
bills to follow this measure. 

Unless the plan to revise the entire 
tariff law in a single bill ts adopted, 
it is believed Democratic leaders will 
urge the calling of the special ses- 
gion before April 15. That date was 
set by President-elect Wilson as the 
latest upon which he would assemble 
the new Congress. Democrats here 


in March soon after the present ad- 
ministration retires from power, and 
be organized and ready for tariff leg- 
tslation early in April. 
SHORT HEARINGS. 

It ts expected short hearings will 
be given by the Ways and Means 
Committee to industries vitally af- 
fected by proposed tariff changes. The 
extent of these hearings, according 
to Democratic members of the House 
who favor m, will not be such as 
to interfere with early action on the 


The plan of distributing the va- 
rious tariff’ schedules among sub- 
committees of the Ways and Means 
Committee which was resorted to last 
year was found to operate efficiently 
both in saving time in obtaining 
the information necessary to the work 
of the committee and it is expected 
this expedient will be adopted again. 
Senator Gore expressed today the 
opinion that the entire tariff revision 
should be concluded before next July, 
permitting the inauguration of the 
new schedule with the beginning of 
the fiscal year July 1. To secure per- 
fect co-operation between House and 
Senate, Senator Gore said he probably 
would suggest joint steering com- 
mittee of members of both Houses 
to act together during the approach- 
ing short session in the formulation 
of a tariff measure for the extra ses-

Who was the mysterious person 
who talked to Mayor Alexander over

The answer to this question, it is 
believed, will go far toward baring 
the secret higher tnfluences respon- 
sible for the Choate-Andesson fiasco.

Graft 
had been unearthed in the police de- 
partment, he asserted, and in the 
next breath pleaded that the chief 
executive of the city go over the head 
of Police Chief Sebastian and order 
Licyd held incommunicado. The 
Mayor virtually admitted such a con- 
versation last night, but declared 
emphatically that what information 
he had to disclose would be given to 
the grund jury. 

Interest in the forthcoming ¢rand 
jury inquiry centers to a great extent 
on the identity of this person. It was 
the subject of much general discus- 
sion yesterday, and the refisal of 
Mayor Alexander to divulge the name 
cid net stop conjectures by those who 
have followed the developments of 
this unusual’ case.
